Stocksbridge were able to hold on and they were able to take the lead. Kurtis Turner earned a 
free kick close to the by-line after being hauled in and Tomas Poole stepped up the whip in the 
free kick. Gareth Curtis got onto the end of it, but it was when it bounced off the back of 
Rawson's neck that it beat the goalkeeper and went into the back of the net. The Steels would 
double their lead before the break. Turner found Jack Tinker with a great ball before the full- 
back put a fantastic cross into the six-yard box. Rawson was there to knock it in from close 
range for a goal that wouldn't need to go in front of the dubious goal committee. This meant 


the Steels had a two-goal lead going into the break. 


In the second half, Prestwich pressed as they looked to get back into the game and force a 


replay or maybe even more. After one corner, Davison-Hale was forced to make two impressive 
saves from close range which kept his clean sheet intact for the time.

FA CUP FACTS 


Spurs is the only non-league team to 
have won the FA Cup. They won it in 
1901, and then 60 years later they 
became the first team to win the league 
and cup double. 

The highest score line in the final is 6-0, 
when Derby County was beaten by Bury 
in 1903. 

The longest FA Cup tie lasted five games. 
This incredibly long game was finally 
ended when Bury beat Stoke in the 

4" replay in 1954. Talk about exhausting! 
The fastest goal scored in the FA Cup 
final was 42 seconds. This amazing goal 
was scored by Roberto Di Matteo, who 
played for Chelsea, and later managed 
them to a Champions League title. 

The first player to be sent off in the FA 
Cup final was Kevin Moran of Manchester 
United in 1985 in the match against 
Everton. 

Arsenal has lost 6-0 three times in the FA 
Cup. The first was against Sunderland in 
1883, the second against Derby in 1889, 
and the third against West Ham in 1946. 
West Brom was the first team to win the 
FA Cup with a completely English-born 
team in 1888. 

Blackburn had an amazing run of 24 
consecutive games in which they were 
undefeated during the FA Cup between 
the years 1884 and 1886.

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THE LATEST COLUMN FROM THE NON-LEAGUE PAPER 


IT’S fair to say the 2020s has not been too kind a 
decade of football clubs thus far. 

First, of course, there was the curse of the Covid 
pandemic, which kicked in within three months of 
the decade starting and ended up curtailing back-to- 
back seasons from Step 2 and below, right up until 
the start of the 2021-22 campaign. 

Just when we thought all was well with the world 
again, we then get hit with the next crisis to engulf 
society and put our Non-League clubs at threat once 
again. 

As energy and fuel bills soar to unprecedented levels, 
clubs, fans and the game as a whole have been left 
feeling the pinch. The question is ‘what can we do 
about it’? 

In his column in this week’s NLP, Northern Premier 
League chairman Mark Harris acknowledged the 
extent of the problem and the lengths that league 
chiefs have gone to cut down costs. 

Harris told us that a recent report revealed that 
around 2,600 grass roots football clubs folded as a 
result of Covid with a further 6,000 across the UK in 
grave danger of following suit if we do not address 
the situation swiftly. 

Household energy bills increased by a record 54 per 
cent in April and are likely to rise substantially again 
in October. One NPL club, previously paying 15p per 
kWh, now has to pay over 65p, taking their annual 
spend up to £100,000. 

With that in mind, fellow Pitching In Trident league 
member, the Isthmian League, issued a statement 
earlier this month offering its 82 member clubs at 
Steps 3 and 4 the opportunity of bringing forward 
Saturday kick-off times from 3pm to 12.30pm in 
order to save on costs. 

Chairman Nick Robinson explained: “In March, | went 
to a ground when things were just starting to go up 
and the clubs said to me ‘our energy bills have gone 
up this amount - can you help us, can we kick off 
early?’ 

“| said not this season but we will work it for next 
season. | haven't forgotten it and everything has got 
worse since then. 

"We've done some work as to how much floodlights 
actually cost, and we know in cup competitions we 
allow £75 to £85 for floodlights, but is that enough? 
It used to be. 

“What it's going to be on the new energy costings, 
we don't know - but certainly for league matches if 
clubs can go to a 12:30 kick-off or even if they just 
come forward an hour or so, they can save 
themselves some money.” 
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But it’s not just energy costs which are hitting clubs 
in the pocket. Travel costs have also sky-rocketed to 
the point where coach travel is now a thing of the 
past for Non-League clubs. That leaves players having 
to pay for their own fuel and between 10-15 extra 
cars on the road for each away journey. Hardly ideal 
when it comes to protecting our environment, is it? 
To combat this, Harris revealed that coach travel 
expenses that clubs can claim for the FA Cup, FA 
Trophy and FA Vase have been increased by 20 per 
cent this year to ensure all fixtures are fulfilled. 
While slight tweaks such as changing kick-off times 
and increasing travelling expenses will make a 
difference in balancing the books, clubs and 
volunteers can also play their part. Creating a safe 
and comfortable environment amid the parameters 
of your stadium goes a long way and helps to 
enhance community engagement which in turn has 
an effect on your club’s ability to generate secondary 
income from clubhouse/refreshments and 
merchandise etc. 

But let’s not start to panic just yet, however. Average 
attendance figures across Non-League remain as 
healthy as ever and there are no indications as yet 
that the cost of living crisis is preventing the average 
fan from clicking through the turnstiles. 

It’s the actions of the loyal supporter which are 
keeping Non-League club self-sustainable in 
comparison to their EFL counterparts and that’s what 
makes football at this level unique. 

We’ve united before and beaten off the effects of 
Covid, now we can do it again.

The origins of Prestwich Heys A.F.C. can be traced back to February 9th, 1938, when a meeting was called at 
the Music Room of the Heys Road Boys School at which Elgar Lumsden put forward the idea of forming an 
Old Boys Association. 


Attending that first meeting were Messrs Bridge, Stott, Foster, Taplin and Alan Proctor Bell, who was to 
become a central figure in the Club's history and whose progress he was to report on in the Prestwich Guide 
under the guise of 'Touchliner'. 


Despite the onset of the Second World War a year later, 
the Association flourished under the Chairmanship of Bell, 
who also acted as Secretary of the football arm, known as 
Heys Old Boys AFC and was acknowledged as one of the 
region's best. 


The team went on to win its first honours in 1943 in the 
Prestwich and Whitefield League with the Woodward 
Shield - a success which was repeated for the next three seasons. 


The team gradually progressed through the Bury Amateur League and into the South East Lancashire League 
claiming Championships in 1960, 1961 and 1964. Under the guidance of Peter Gilmour in the sixties, Heys 
won the prestigious Lancashire Amateur Cup in 1967 followed by the one and only Lancashire Combination 
Grand Slam in the 1970/71 season with Heys bringing all four trophies available back to Grimshaws. 


The club also changed its name in 1964 to Prestwich Heys AFC, an 
acknowledgement of the fame achieved by the club as they 
proved one of the nation’s top amateur clubs. 


Thousands flocked to see Heys play, and beat, the likes of Sutton 
United, Ferryhill Athletic, Finchley and Highgate United in the FA 
Amateur Cup with the clubs best run taking Heys to the last 16. 
The victory over Sutton United in 1969 ranks as one of Heys most 
famous moments, attracting nationwide coverage, coming a week 
before their opponents were due to meet Leeds United in the FA 
Cup. 


These were heady days but with the seventies came the onslaught of professionalism and the club struggled 
to maintain its winning ways. After claiming the Manchester Amateur Cup in 1972, the trophy cabinet 
remained bare as Heys negotiated the gradual restructuring of semi-professional football, moving from the 
Cheshire County League into the newly formed North West Counties League in 1982.

Ground grading problems saw the club drop into the Manchester Football League in 1986 but the club went 
on to gain its first trophy for over a decade when the First Division title was claimed in 1988. 


1991 saw Heys relocate from their Grimshaws home on Heys Road for a new base at Sandgate Road, just 
over the border in Whitefield. 


After relegation in 1996, the club bounced back with the Manchester League double of First Division 
Championship and Murray Shield built on the back of a record 19 league wins from the start of the season. 


After finishing runners-up to champions Royton Town in the 2003/04 season, the 2004/05 season saw Heys 
finally take the major prize of their first Manchester League Premier Division title. They followed this up by 
retaining their crown the following season with a 2-0 victory in their penultimate game of the season at 
Hindsford. 


In 2006/07, Heys made it a hat-trick of Premier Division titles and 
also lifted the Goldline Trophy after defeating Charnock Richard 
on penalties at the Reebok Stadium. (left) 


However, on the Eve of the 2007-08 season tragedy struck when 
Chairman and Manager Adie Moran died whilst on holiday in Sri 
Lanka at the age of 43. It stunned the football community and left 
Heys reeling. 


Indeed, the following four years were marked by decline and successive relegation battles before, in 2011, 
Heys turned to former player Jon Lyons, who had played under Moran to resurrect their fortunes. Bottom of 
the table they collected 25 points from the last fifteen games to again stave off relegation. 


Heys continued to make steady progress re-establishing themselves amongst the area’s leading clubs 
culminating in a glorious record breaking 2015-16 season, the most successful season in the club’s history. 


A first team treble and Reserve team double brought five trophies to the club, capped by achieving the long- 
held dream of a return to the North West Counties League after a 30-year absence. 


Heys won the Manchester League Premier Division by 13 points. More glory followed. The Bolton Hospital Cup 
was secured with a 1-0 at the Macron Stadium over Atherton Collieries. 


Then, despite a weary performance, the League and Cup double was secured with a 1-0 win over Manchester 
Gregorians in the Gilgryst Cup Final. 


The 2016-17 season saw Heys take their place in the North West Counties League. For a long time, it looked 
as if promotion was possible, but a crippling fixture list and mounting injuries saw Lyons side ultimately finish 
eighth.

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2017-18 however saw the club win their first ever honour at semi-professional level as the LWC Drinks 1* 
Division Cup was won with a thrilling 2-1 win over Cammell Laird in the Final. This compensated for missing 


out on the main aim of promotion as defeat in the play-off semi-final to Cammell Laird ended their hopes of 
making the step up. 


Jon Lyons resigned as Manager in November 2019 handing over the reins to his recently appointed Assistant, 
Matt Barnes. The Coronavirus pandemic then intervened with the 2019/20 and 2020/21 seasons curtailed. 


However, Heys results in those two years were rewarded when in a FA restructure of the Non-League pyramid 
they were promoted to the North West Counties League Premier Division due to having one of the best points 
per game ratios. Playing at the highest level at which the club has ever played Heys finished 16 last season. 


During the Summer, Heys parted ways with Barnes and former Youth team player Lee O’Brien came in with 


James Hampson as Joint Managers. With a new 100 seat stand in place it signals a fresh start at Adie Moran 
Park going into 2022/23.
